Chester mill men will meet tonight 
to discuss the proposed wage reduc­ 
tion. 


Since the announcement was made 
in an indirect way th a t a reduction in 
wages would be put in effect in all of 
the plants of the American Tin Plate 
company, business interests of Ches­ 
ter have suffered to some extent, and 
for 'his reason the News Review has 
said nothing, preferring to wait until 
there was something definite to 
an­ 
n o n c e before agitating 
the 
already 
unst. ady condition in the commercial 
world. 
Nearly two weeks ago the informa­ 
tion was given out 
from 
a 
source 
which at the time seemed reasonably 
reliable, that the employes of the com­ 
pany would be compelled to submit 
to a cut of not less than IO per cent. 
In some instances the story was cred­ 
ited, but in a very large majority of 
rases the mill men paid little atten­ 
tion to the report, determining to meet 
the undesirable condition only 
when 
it emanated from an official 
source. 
Not until yesterday did this occur, and 
then but few were made acquainted 
with the exact situation. 
A committee of three, composed of 
Harry Herbert, G arrett Jackson and

no one in any way 
interested 
could 
misunderstand. 
For the remainder of 
the day the proposed reduction was 
the 
sole topic of discussion. 
Men 
who had to that time refused to dis­ 
cuss the matter, took it up and as 
near as possible endeavored to meet 
the proposition squarely. 
As matters now stand no one seems 
to have been given a definite idea as 
to what the reduction will 
actually 
amount to in the several departments. 
The only point which has been made 
positively clear is that every one of 
the more than 400 employes would be 
called upon to suffer a reduction of 
more or less importance. 
It was said 
that so far as it was possible the cut 
would he made to affect those of the 
workmen who could hest 
afford 
to 
stand it. 
Many of the employes work­ 
ing as helpers or at unskilled trades 
cannot submit to much of a reduction 
and live, and it is announced the cut 
in these cases will be small. 
It was 
further stated that in at least two in­ 
stances the new order of things will 
make a change of $500 or $600 a year 
in the wages of certain skilled men, 
and that they could very well afford 
to take the cut. 


A number of the more experienced 
workmen got together during the day 
and arrangements were made for 
a 
meeting to be held this evening at 5 
o’clock. The word was passed around 
and every employe of the mill who is 
able to do so will be present. 
It is 
confidently expected the points upon 
which light is needed will all be 
ex­ 
plained at the meeting and the work­ 
ers will then be able to aet in ait in­ 
telligent manner. The meeting will be 
held in Bloom’s hail on First street.

They stated that they were trying 
their girns and when A dger appeared 
on the street thought it quite natural 
to turn the guns on him. 
No shots were fired at the lynching, 
the negroes all being hanged to a 
single limb of a tree. 
Two of the 
negroes under arrest, Sam Lee and 
P eter Thomas, were released. 
I*ea 
proved that he had attem pted to pre­ 
vent the negroes from shooting Ad 
ger, and Thomas established the fact 
th at he was too frightened to shoot. 
Phil Davis and W alter C arter were 
captured several miles from the scene 
of th eir crime. 
Clint Thom as was 
caught later about a mile and a half 
from Belcher. 
Davis Is said to be an ex-convirt 
and W alter C arter was forced to flee 
from Mansfield, La., about a year ago 
for Insulting a white woman. 
The negroes of B elcher joined in 
the search for the men and were ao- 
parently as eager to have them lynch 
ed as the whites

Decides the 


Law Is Valid. 
Washington, Dec* I.—The supreme 
court of the United States sustained 
the validity of the Kansas act pre­ 
scribing eight hours as a lawful clay’s 
work on all public works. 
The Kansas 
law, 
whose 
validity 
was called Into question in tho suit, 
was enacted in 1891 and provided that 
eight hours should constitute a day’s 
work for workmen employed by or on 
behalf of the state, or by any county 
or city or other municipality In the 
state. 
It also prohibits contractors 
from requiring laborers engaged on 
work for the stute to perform more 
than eight hours labor In a clay. Both 
fine and imprisonment are provided 
for violation of the law 
The case decided was that of W. W, 
Atkins vs the state of Kansas. 
At­ 
kins had a contract with the corpora­ 
tion of Kansas City, Ran., for paving 
a street and he was charged with re 
quiring a workman named Rews to 
labor lh hours a day. 
Ho was prose 
cuted in the state courts, where the 
decisions were uniformly against him. 
Atkins appealed from the decision of 
the state supreme court to the federal 
supreme court, alleging that the stat­ 
ute Is in violation of the first section 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution Iii that it denied him due 
protection of the law and de prived him 
of his property without due process.

Court Decides the 


Law Is Valid. 
Washington, Dec! I. 
The supreme 
court of the United States sustained 
the validity of the Kansas act pre­ 
scribing eight hours as a lawful day’s 
work on all public works. 
The Kansas 
law, 
whose 
validity 
was called Into question in the sui*, 
was enacted in 1891 and provided that 
eight hours should constitute a day’s 
work for workmen employed by or on 
behalf of th*' state, or by any county 
or city or other municipality in the 
state. 
It also prohibits contractors 
from requiring laborers engaged on 
work for the state to perform more 
than eight hours labor in a day. Both 
fine and imprisonment are provided 
for violation of the law. 
The case decided was that of VV. W 
Atkins vs the state of Kansas. 
At­ 
kins Had a contract with the corpora­ 
tion of Kansas City, Kan., for paving 
a street and he was charged with re 
quiring a workman named Rows to 
labor IO hours a day. 
Ho was prose 
outed in the state courts, where th* 
decisions were uniformly against him 
Atkins appealed from the (Incision of 
the state supreme court to the federal 
supreme court, alleging that the sta t­ 
ute is in violation of the first section 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution In that it denied him due 
protection of tho law and deprived him 
of his property without due process.
